tUm Not t« Take Active Part In P.Htla*. 



Wajihiicotoh, Oct. 10.— The question has 
jen aBkod whether clor :» In the depart- 
ments will be allowed to go home to vote 
ds fall. It is understood that tho execu- 
vo order issued by Presi lent Hayes in 
June, 1«77, is still in force, and will govern 
the heads of dopurtnieius in granting leaves 
if absence to all who may wish to visit their 
homes. That executive order declares thnt : 
"No officer shall lie rcijuiiv 1 or permit te I 
to ta He part in the inning in -nt o. polittoiU 
organizations, caucuses,' couv ntions or 
election campaigns. Their right to vote and 
express their views on pu'dlc questions 
either oraliv or through the press is not de- 
nied, provided ( t noes not interfere with the 
dis-harg of their ollici d duties. " 

Formerly R-publicati ailniinistratlons not 
only granted election lc.vvos, but lid not de- 
duct the time from tlie ii i. ii. i leavi al- 
lowed. B. the act of March 3, 1MB, it was 
provided that all absence from the depart- 
ments in excess of such leave of ab.wnce us 
may be granted by the heads th -roof, wHeh 
shall not exceed thirty duys in nuy one year, 
shall be without pay. 

If a clerk has a few days of his annua 
leave to his credit he can use It in gom- 
home to vote or iu whatever manner M 
pleases. If his leave is already out and h' 
wishes to absent himself without pay suc'i 
|WIII*SJ*HI will be gratited, provided it does 
not interfere with tne diacharga of his o.Jl 
cial duties. It. is, however, apparent til . 
very few clerUs will ask for leave utiles 
they have Some days yet to their credit. Th 
Hayes execuiive order was made a; 
plicaule to every department of tie 
civil service, and it was promulgated wit, 
the understanding that every officer of th 
general government should conform his co 
duct to its requirements. The civil sorv 
law has made that portion of ttw exei u',,i 
oriler roiii erniug assessments for politico 
purposes unnecessary, but the other pat 
above quotei has the aims force to-day tha 
the executive order issued by Presideu 
Grant in 1H72 still has forbidding Mora, 
officers to hold state or muuicii>al of ikes.
